Many of the great poets, 
such as Cowper, had melancholy fits 
and a persecution mania. Cardinal 
Richelieu, it is said, used to jump up 
and down in his garden or over the 
furniture in his home before writing 
Schiller plunged his feet into ice 
water, while the late David Graham 
Phillips always stood while writing. 
It is also said that Galsworthy stands 
at a high desk when writing. Many 
of the great writers were affected by 
(heir surroundings and had to have 
special things around them at that 
time."

The case of the consolidation of the 
Borough of Narberth with Lower 
Merion Township was presented at 
a meeting held Wednesday night in 
the Narberth Public School. 

Called by the Merger Committee, the 
meeting was attended by about fifty 
people and presided over by Louis A. 
Young. 

Arthur W. Burns, chairman of the 
committee, in the principal talk of 
the evening, outlined the arguments 
for the merger, emphasizing the sav- 
ing in taxes to Narberth residents. 

According to Mr. Burns the Lower 
Merion School District would have to 
absorb a loss under the merger of 
approximately $30,000 more than they 
would collect from the Narberth area. 
He pointed out that % mill on $1,000 
of assessed valuation would make up 
this difference. He stated that the 
Library and Playground would both 
be better off were Narberth part of 
the Township. 

Mr. Young said that under the mer- 
ger Narberth would have represen- 
tation on the Township Board of 
Commissioners, either as a new dis- 
trict or as part of the existing dis- 
tricts. 

Ralph L. Rankin, a member of the 
Committee, who, with Herbert L. 
Woehling, gathered the facts used by 
the group, answered questions regard- 
ing tax rates. 

It was emphasized by various speak- 
ers that under a merger Narberth 
would not lose its identity. 

It was stated that approximately 
1,000 signatures had been obtained 
for the petition advocating the dis- 
solution of the Borough. A request 
for more workers was made in circu- 
lating petitions. 



The Narberth Borough Citizens' 
Committee, formed recently to com- 
bat the merger of Narberth with Low- 
er Merion, has been meeting with re- 
markable success in securing signa- 
tures for its counter-petitions, accord- 
ing to Robert J. Edgar, chairman of 
the committee. 

Opposition to .the merger is particu- 
larly strong with the older residents 
of the Borough, Mr. Edgar stated, 
who are familiar with the traditions 
of the town. Property owners, also, 
he said, who constitute the more per- 
manent element in the Borough, have 
evidenced their approval of the coun- 
ter-petition. 

The work of compiling figures is 
still in process, Mr. Edgar stated. 
The committee, he said, expects to 
issue a statement shortly, showing 
that there will be no such saving as 
has been claimed by proponents of 
the merger. Casual work in the 
meantime has indicated a hearty read- 
iness on the part of citizens to sign 
the counter-petition opposing any pro- 
posal for consolidation, he said.

the baby's tiny foot does not re- 
veal 26 connected bones, but 26 
bony masses which do not appear 
even to touch each other. As the 
child grows and the various articu- 
lar surfaces are formed, these 
masses enlarge and assume proper 
shape, soon meeting each other. In 
the tiny child there is no amouivt 
of muscular development, so nature 
holds the various arches in posi- 
tion by means of fatty pads. Tha.t 
is why the feet of the infant usu- 
ally appear to be perfectly flat and 
continue so for a year. As the 
child begins to crawl and to stand, 
the leg muscles develop, the fatry 
pads are absorbed, and the foot 
begins to appear arched. At aboimt 
the age of six to eight the tiny 



masses begin to unite, forming the 
general structure of the foot, but 
some of the bones are not com- 
pletely formed until the age of 18 
or 20. 

It is readily apparent, therefore, 
that the critical period of child foot 
care is during the early years when 
the tiny bones are forming and the 
little muscles are strengthening. 
This is the period of the child's 
life when the little feet must be 
carefully watched and cared for, 
because it is during these early 
years that the feet can be shaped 
at will, either bent and deformed, 
or made strong and sturdy.
